Projected revenues from the 
Pacific Telephone are considerab- | 
ly below Albany expectations, ac: | 
cording to a report submitted to | 
the City Council by Administra-| 
tive Officer James Turner. 

In reporting to the Council on| 
the fiscal status of the City, Turn- 
er noted that in previous discus- 
sions with the Telephone Com- | 
pany they had received a projec- | 
tion that each 1% of utility tax 
would raise $23,282 from tele 
phone users. 

However, in March of 1971, the | 
Company revised that estimate | 
downward, and stated that after | 
a review of their 1969 figures, | 
the amount produced by the 1% 
would be lowered to $15,920 a 
year. | 

Indicating thatthe. initial fig-} 
ure given had been done on a| 
very rough basis, and that at the 
time they did not have an accur- 
ate indication of the number of 
telephones in Albany within the | 
various prefixes, it was noted | 
that the figure of $15,720 antici-| 
pated revenue for each pecenel 
age of utility tax was contem- 
plated during the applicable por- 
tions of 1971-72 period. | 

Turner reported that when he 
checked with the Telephone Com-| 
pany in November, when the first 
returns had been received, the 
Telephone Company indicated 
that their revenues would only 
produce approximately 63% of the | 
amount they had named in 
March, 

The City Administrator then 
jasked for a review and double 
checking of the revenue amounts, 
in order that the City could be 
sure they were receiving every- 
thing they were entitled to under 
the Utility Tax. And, since that 
time, Turner has been in weekly 
contact with the Telephone Com- 
pany, trying to get further re- 
finement and answers to the 
many questions concerning this | 
reduction in revenue.

Incumbents Mayor Hubert Call 
and Richard O. Clark have filed 
papers seeking re-election to the 
City Council, and Albany busi- 
nessman, George Bernard has 
filed papers for the position of 
City Treasurer. 

Nomination papers have been 
taken out, but not returned, by 
incumbent Councilman George 
Hein. Also receiving papers in- 
dicating interest in a Council 
seat were Alan V. Caruso, Albany 
insurance executive and member 
of the Albany Jaycees, and Col. 
Samuel R. Dows, U.S. Army, Ret. 

Papers also have been issued 
to three Albany residents for po- 
sitions on the Board of Educa- 
tion. Walter J. Corvello, Dean A. 
Lipe and Phyllis Criss have indi- 
cated their intentions of running 
for the seat vacated by the res- 
ignation of Anita Tronoff, and 
that presently held by long-time 
Board member, Milton Porter, 

Two women have also taken
